His method of getting himself incarcerated proved 
conclusively that fraud in such matters was not only 
possible but easy, as his own case was a fraudulent 
one of the thinnest possible type. 


Prosperous as the Salvation Army has been finan- 
cially and otherwise, its career is not without ob- 
structions in England. It suffers in its evangelizing 
work, if its disorderly; noisy and fanatical services 
may be so called, from both police and populace at 
times. The army has lately opened a campaign at 
Worthing, where it is meeting with strenuous oppe- 
sition. A hostile force has been organized by the 
mob called the Skeleton Army, whose business it is 
to harass the salvationists. Frequent collisions 
occurred between the two bodies, and the 
feeling became so intense that troops 
had to be sent to the place to preserve order. 
A peace has been patched up, but the Skeleton Army 
declares its unalterable determination to drive out 
the “howling” salvationists. 

Ones of those mysteries which crop out in a great 
city, is just now puzzling the London detectives. 
In Clarendon Gardens the dead body of a girl about 
eight years of age has been discovered. The child 
was pretty, and evidently belonge€ to the better 
class of people. The body had no clothing on, but 
was carefully wrapped in a package as small as 
possibje, the frame and limbs being much com- 
pressed, There are no marks of violence about it, 
but the post mortem examina, 
tion revealed the fact that she 
had eaten no food for several days before her death. 
The police are confident of solving the mystery, but 
no clews have as yet been found. Itis rather re- 
markable that in the vast number of disappearantes 
in London so few should not be discovered. There 
were 12,411 children lost last year and only six of 
these were not recovered. The number of adults of 
whom no traces were found was 130.

Oc one of the Post-Dispatch, 
WAsHINGT@N, September 18.—One of the signs 
returning ac¥jvity in Washington is seen in the dip- 
lomatic worl§. The Swiss Minister, who tendered 
his resignatio} only to find it refused, is back at his 
post. The new German Minister, who is to take the 
place of Count von Hisendecher, has just arrived. 
The nev Italian representative is on his way, and 
the legations of the others are being put in order in 
expectation of their return. Baron de Alvensieben 
is the new German Minister. His engraved card 
bears the words, “Baron de Alvensieben, Envoy Ex- 
traoPninaire et Minister Plenipotentiaire de 8. M., 
l’Empereur de Allemagne et Roi de Prusse.” Little 
is known yet regarding the new German Minister, 
but if he fills the niche in the social world that his 
predecessor, Count von Eisendecher, filled, he will 
find his first winter in Washington pretty busy. 
Few of the diplomates are so popular as was Mr.von 
Eisendecher, and few entertained so handsomely as 
did he and his handsome wife. The new Italian 
representative is Count Albert de Forestra, former- 
ly Charge d’Affaires of Italy in Brazil, but now 


' transferred to the United States, and at present on 


his way to this country. Accounts received 
here from Brazil show him as having been 
extremely popular there, and his departure 
greatly regretted, Heis reputed a careful, consci- 
entious officer, giving entire satisfaction to his gov- 
ernment in the managemént of its affairs in Brazil. 
He speaks the English language fluently. 
THE DIPLOMATIC CIRCLE 

in Washington is a pretty wide one, and very inter- 
esting to those permitted to see the inside of it. It 
is exclusive, clannish, except to the few who are 
brought in contact with it either in official or social 
relations. Your average diplomate is ford of socie- 
ty, and its loaves and fishes. He can shine at 4 
social event as brilliantly as the most favored, and 


’ gan do as ample justice toa “swell” dinner as any. 


Yet, aside from state occasions and formal events, 
in which foreign names read well in the published 
accounts, the foreign representatives here are little 
known, except among themselves. Their personal 
relations are mostly confined to their own circle. 

“Your average diplomate,” said a gentleman 
thoroughly acquainted with their ways, to your cor- 
respondent, “is not nearly so much a social person 
as the public generally supposes. There are three 
or four in the large diplomatic circle 
here “who entertain largely, but that is 
all. of the representatives of all 
the civilized countries here there are not a half 
dozen who give more than perhaps a couple of en- 
tertainments a year. Of course they go and come, 
and their names are in print often, and in that way 
the public get the idea that they are always enter- 
taining or being entertained. But that isa mistaken 
idea. Indeed the majority of them do not get 
enough salary that they may do so, even if their in- 
clinations led themin that direction. There are 
perhaps a half dozen whose governments allow 
them a sufficient sum to permit them to entertain 
largely. Of course they go where they are invited, 
but they are not expected to- entertain lavishly in 
return.” 


SEN. VALERA, SPANISH MINISTER. 

This is about the key to the situation in regard to 
the relation of the diplomates to the social world of 
Washington. The British minister, the Russian 
minister, the Germ&n minister, the minister of Swe- 
den and Norway do most of the entertaining. Even 
the first and last mentioned of these do compara- 
tively little. 


It will be observed that Mr. Joshii Terashima Mun- 
enori of Japan isnota very handsome gentleman. 
Nevertheless he has wealth, and is, withal, very bright 
and intelligent. His “stag parties” atthe Legation 
have been very handsome affairs and largely at- 
tended. Heis much attached to his native country, 
and went home ome time ago really homesick. He 
dresses, as will be seen, in the costume of this coun- 


try, as do also the attaches of the Legation, speaks,j Cleveland 


English very well, and, but for the fact of his ex- 
treme “‘plainness’’ as to face, would be rather an at- 
tractive gentleman. 
MINISTER WEST, 

the British representative, who has a palace in 
which to entertain, gives no more than three or four 
large entertainments during the year. His allow- 
ance from his government for this purpose is ample, 
but he apparently does not enjoy this sort of thing. 
The Russian minister and his amiable and accom- 
plished wife entertain mor@elegantly and frequently 
than any other of the diplomates.. They have a 


tinuous service having been longer than that of any 
other, spends comparatively little time here, pre- 
ferring New York to Washington. He is. usually 
here a part.of the winter when the social season is 
at. its height. Count _Carl Lewenhaupt, 
representative of Sweden and Norway, 
is a §overy popular gentleman, and, 
with his pretty wife, is more frequently seen at the. 
numerous social events of the season than most of 
the diplomates, omitting perhaps Viscount No- 
guiéras and wife, of Portugal, who are extremely 
popular; Senor Godoy and wife of Chili, and Senor 
Dominguez and wife of the Argentine Republic. 


Adding to this list the British and Russian ministers, . 


who are popular but not so much inclined to go out 
of their own homes, there are few others that are 
much ,seen in society. Senor Don A; M. Soteldo

the Netherlands; Senor Don J. Frederico Elmore of 
Peru; Senor Don Juan -Valera of Spain: Hussein 
Tewfik Pasha of Turkey: Joshii Terashima Mun- 
enori, of Japan; Col. Emil Frey of Switzerland;

The Novel Position That Cention 
the Republican Managers. 
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Not aSingle State Uninvaded by the Ele- 
ments of Defection—New York Safe for 
Cleveland, Tammany or no Tammany—

New York, September 20.—The coming of Mr. 
Blaine brought joy to the managers of his party, 
but there was still great anxiety regarding Ohio 
and New York, beneath all, at Republican head- 
quarters. There isa feeling of uncertainty really 
painful. The managers look to Ohio in October, and 
say that Mr. Blaine alone can bring it back. 

At Democratic headquarters the biuff is given 
out that Ohio is a Republican State, and why should 
not the Republicans carry it, but, at the same 
time, carry Ohio with asweep next month? The 
contest is virtually decided. Hardly a word is men- 
tioned about any other Western State, and the 
Democratic confidence in carrying Tlinois has sim- 
mered down to a fighting chance. The Democrats 


really care little about Ohio, as compared with New 
York, and they are doing great work in this State, 
whiie the enemy is trying to save Ohio. 
For the first time In the history 
of the ae ™ os party, its National 
Committee nds no one State r- 
fectiy safe,and the committee is therefore com- 
pelied to spread out thin and lose the advantage of 
massing. Soitis that Chairman Jones cannot look 
after New York and Ohio at the same time, and for 
some reason, unexplained, the State committees are 
not implicitly relied on.

The above were the only words spoken by- 
the boy. I am certain that I saw and heard all that 
occurred between the policemanand the boy. The 
boy was kneeling in front of the policeman and no 
sooner said ‘I'll give you as good a shine as I can’ 
than Officer James, without any reason or cause 
whatever, struck the boy a violent blow on the side 
of the face under with his clenched 
fist, at the same time saying: ‘Don't you give me 
any of your sass, you — black son of a gun.’ The 
boy Mitchell fell on the boards, whereupon Officer 
James commenced alternately kicking him with his 
boot and hitting him on tha head with his fists. The 
boy would attempt to get up at times from the floor, 
when Officer James would kick him down again or 
knock him down with his fist. This brutal and in- 
humen assault lasted several minutes, probably not 
less than ten minutes. Officer James, during the 
assault, got a piece of barrel hoop and kept hitting 
the boy with itor kicking or pushing him before 
him for a distance of fifty steps or more. 
until the boy was driven fo the railroad 
track ata place where there are many switches, 
when he seized hold of the boy by the shoulder, 
lifted him up bodily, and, by main 7 gg, threw 
him on a rad. The boy fell on his side. During all 
this Officer James cursed and abused the boy. call- 
ing bim a —— ——- ——, etc. The assault was one 
of the most outrageous and brutal I ever witnessed.” 
In this case the Board found the officer guilty, and 
contented themselves with administering a repri-

PATROLMAN AUGUST MASSMAN,

Seabury Brewster Lying at the Point 
of Death in New York.

The Secret That Has Locked Up $5,000,000 
and Filled a Broadway Corner With Gloom 


—The Haunted Building—Anecdotes.

New York, September 20.—Two doctors stood by 
the bedside of an old man with white hair and a 
thin, shrivelled face, wholay dying in the New York 
Hotei yesterday. From the sparklein the eye of 
the invalid, and the heavy, labored breathing, it was 
evident that. the man must soon die, The sick man 
was Mr. Seabury Brewster, and, buried in the grave 
with him will be secrets which for twenty-five years 
the business portion of the community have vainly 
attempted to unravel. Mr. Brewster is to-day worth 


over $1,000,000 and could have hada bank account 
of $5,000,000 had he so desired. When Mr. Brewster 
first came to this countryin 1836, he was a hand- 
some and energetic you man, brimful of 
business. His brother in Europe was a leading 
dentist, and was retained by royal hougeholds. Sea- 
bury, upon his arrival here, went into business and 
soon became possessed of much real estate, includ- 
ing the buildings and land at No. 29 Park row and 
the immense structures on Broadway below Hous- 
ton street. For twenty-five years the Broadway build- 
ings have been untenanted, and no one but Mr. 
Brewster has crossed their thresholds. They stand 
to-day like marble headstones above some 
secret of their owner which -has me 
intermixed with their architecture, It was at about 
the time that these buildings were closed that Mr. 
Brewster betook himself from his usual haunts and 
began the life of am anchorite. Before, he dressed 
elegantly and lavished his money. When he turned 
the locks in the Broadway doors, he 
DISCARDED FINE CLOTHES 

and began the life of a miser. The hotel people 
know him now only as an old man, wandering about 
the hotel, dressea in threadbare clothes. To every one 
he preached the pel of saving money and his 
whole soul seemed bent on accumulating wealth. 
One day a friend asked him why, for twenty-five 

ears he had not let his Broadway property, show- 
ing him that while it was idle he could have added 
$5,000,000 to his wealth. He pulled his weather worn 
hat over his eyesand gave no answer. His Park 
Row house was merely a home for rats and could 
not be leased by any one until a short time ago. 
Thereis, undoubtedly, some power stronger than 
love of money which has influenced and 
darkened Mr. Brewster's life, and the closed 
buildings show this clearly. When he first went to 
the hotel he took a little room near the roof, and 
was lying sick there, until the kind-hearted proprie- 
tor carried him down to @ more pretentious room. 
Mr. Brewster's love for money is shown by the fol- 
lowing incident: He met the hotel one 
day, and said to him: 

“My boy, have you a bank account?” 

“No, sir,” said the boy. “I have nothing to bank.” 

“You must, you must,” said the old man. “Ev- 
ery one must have a bank account. Here is a 
dollar. Go, start an account, and save your 
money. Save your money 80 that you will not be in 
want when you w old.” 

It was only a short time ago that Mr. Brewster 
expostulated with guests fur going to Coney Island 
by boat and train when, by taking the horse cars,
